. Cody—"Buffalo Bill"—a few weeks 
go went to Texas, and after ho had 
ecu there » while tho Sheriff of Young 
ounty attempted to arrest hiui; but he 
csistcd. The Sheriff and he drew their 
weapons ut the same moment and 
ired together. The Sheriff's shot took 
iffeot, bat Buffalo Bill missed his mark, 
ie grasped a rifle, however, and fired, 
he shot piercing the heart of the 
Sheriff and killing him instantly.

Tho questions propound- 
ed in tho rcselutiou word impertinent 
and insolent, and the president would 
have boon perfectly justified in treating 
thorn with silont eontompt. If ho had 
transmitted a message of n half a dozen 
lines, simply telling tho House that ho 
did not propose to bo oatoohised about 
matters that wore none of tho House's 
business, recommending the confeder- 
ates to look into tho constitution that 
they are so in tho habit of hugging to 
their breasts, and perhaps referring 
them briefly to tho facts of history, ho 
would have covered tho ground suffi- 
ciently, and fools would have been an- 
swered according to thtiir folly.

Grant states the simple truth when he 
says there is nothing in tho constitution 
requiring tho president to remain con- 
stantly at tho capital, and not one word 
io it requiring him to answer insulting 
questions. He is perfectly right, too, in 
Baying that if absence from Washington 
is not an offense of which tho House 
could take cognizance, that body has no 
right to ask him anything about it;

But all such claims 
should bo paid as a matter of simple 
justice, and not for the purpose of roc 
onoiling anybody. Perhaps if the gov- 
ernment wore completely under tho con- 
trol of the confederates, claims coming 
from tho southern states would bo pass- 
ed without scrutiny in the name of rec- 
onciliation. If so, that constitutes one 
very good reason why the government 
should not bo placed under confederate 
central. 
Except in extraordinary oases, 


congress should nob allow claims of any 
kind. 
Claims about the validity of 


which there is doubt, should be dispos- 
ed of upon their merits by a responsi- 
ble tribunal, constituted for that pur- 
pose. It is to bo hoped that tho time 
will never como when tho good will of 
any section will bo bought and paid for 
by"allowing all manner of trumped-up 
claims, or by any other moans than that 
of doing what is fair and right. 


With respect to partisan appeals, it 


does npt become sinners to throw stones, 
nor can it bo expected that people will 
ignore facts, or refrain frstn comment- 
ing upon confederate methods ol elec- 
tioneering, for the sake of reconciling 
somebody.

TRAIN BLOWN

.CHICAGO, Hay G.—'About 5 o'clock, 


this afternoon a terrific rain storru, ao-s 
companied by-a routing tornado^ Visit- 
ed this city and did much; damage*to 
property. Tho storm spent itself chief- 
ly on the South and North sides, tho 
West side escaping almost uninjured. 
The 
wind seemed to como 
from 


above and dropped here and there 
ovei the city, skipping some portions 
which lay in its course. 
Among the 


casualties aro the-following:-The Mich- 
gan Southern Depot was unroofed, 
and six laborers working in that vicin- 
ity wero more or less hurt, one of them 
seriously 
The 
massive 
steeple of 


Grace Church, 275 feet high, fell, and, 
crashing through the roof, penetrated 
the aisle. Tbe choir wero practicing 
in the church at the time, but were not 
injured. The loss to the church, exclu- 
sive of the steeple, is estimated at 
17,000. The spire of the Wabash 
Avenue Methodist Church was also 
broken off, and fell into an adjoining 
lot. 
The tin roof of 517 Wabash 


avenue wts carried off, and the build- 
ing left defenseless against the 
storm. 


The upper portion of the roof of the 
County Hospital was carried away, and 
the chimneys, falling on the lower por- 
tions, caused much injury to the build- 
ing. 
The patients were speedily re- 


moved, and none were seriously hurt 
The wind took off a large portion of 
Osborn's harvesting machine manufac- 
tory, and sixty feet of the first wall 
fell in, smashing the machinery, and 
inflicting other damage to the amount 
of about 85,000.

The lightning struck several times, 


but in only one case was a man injured, 
and he only slightly. The storm lasted 
but a few minutes. At this writing it 
is perfectly clear.
